I usually took my dinner at the Haidvogel, a very 
well-known eating-iiouse in the Stefansplatz, Vienna, 
a house which after a few years ceased to exist.

This daily intercourse, and the fact that I hap- 
pened to sit next to him at a concert, where his re- 
marks on the performance attracted me, improved 
our acquaintance ; and tin- evident similarity of our 
interests and tastes led by degrees to constant meet- 
ings, and to a (do.-e and intimate friendship. 

This was Franz Schubert, a name at that time 
only slightly known. 

I soon made acquaintance with his friends, Bauern- 
feld, Schwind, Randhartinger, Lenau, Anatasius 
Grim, Grillparzei, Castelli, Carajan, Dessauer, 
Feuchtersleben, and others, whom I met almost 
daily, often at the Gasthaus of the ''Stern," in the 
Brandstatt. At such times, the poets would read 
their last productions, and Bauernfeld his come- 
dies, which were at that time much in favour with 
the public ; and we musicians thus often found ma- 
terials for composing. 



Schubert and I communicated our sketches to one 
another, and took frequent walks in the beautiful 
neighbourhood of Hietzing, Dornbach, Klosterneu- 
burg, the Kahlenberg, Leo'poldsberg, etc., in which 
excursions we were often joined by Schwind and 
Bauernfeld. At that time, I lived in'a house with a 
garden, behind the Invalidenhaus, and there Schu- 
bert frequently came. There we played for the first 
time his fine four-hand fantasia in F minor (Op. 
103), and many others of his compositions of that 
date. 

It was in my house, also, that his grand octet for 
strings and wind (Op. 166) was first performed ; as 
well as his splendid string quartet in 1) minor, with 
the variations on "Death and the Maiden." That 
quartet is now universally beloved, and considered 
as one of the greatest in existence ; but in those 
days it was by no means so much liked. Schuppan- 
zigh, the great violin player, who from his age was 
thought hardly equal to such a task, said to Schu- 
bert at the end, "There is nothing in that, my friend, 
but never mind — stick to your songs." Schubert's 
answer to this was at once quietly to collect the 
parts and lock them up as if fur good in his desk — 
a piece of self-denial and modesty which would not 
be found in many composers of the present day. 

He was hardly more fortunate with his wonder- 
fully beautiful symphony in C. I went with him to 
the first rehearsal in the Hall in the Herrengasse, 
and this remarkable work, which afterwards became 
so celebrated, and is now included in the repertoire 
of all the great orchestra] societies, excited but very 
limited applause.

This 
was more to his taste, for he preferred organ-playing 
to fiddling But his n.-w duties were heavy and the 
pay extremely light — a not infrequent case with or- 
ganists of the present day. 

It was while in this position that Bach made the 
acquaintance of "Vivaldi's Concertos for the Vio- 
lin," and determined to arrange them for the clavi- 
chord. When In- returned to Weimar, on the invita- 
tion of the Grand Duke Wilhelm Ernest, it was to 
assume the post of Court Organist. He remained 
nine years, and was also eh-vated to the position of 
conductor of the Weimar court orchestra. While 
residing in Leip-dc, Bach's humble apartments in the 
Thomas-Schule were ever hospitably open to con- 
noisseurs and lovers of music, and quartet parties 
were frequently gotten up. The old man was wont 
to take up the \ iola part, and also look well after the 
strings. If new compositions were brought him for 
criticism, he would amuse himself by turning their

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THE EDUCATION OF MUSICIANS. 

Should the musician be educated, is a question 
no one in his senses says an exchange, would an- 
swer in the negative, and yet a contemporary 
pours tons of cold ridicule on the college cap 
of Miss Annie Patterson, of the Royal Univer- 
sity of Ireland, because she has had the temer- 
ity to advocate the usefulness of a general 
education for the musician. "The study of lan- 



the" brain to work in order and sequence, _ 
speak ; physics make the senses more acute, and 
strengthen the intelligence." Her opponent is of the 
opinion that a mind well stored with general knowl- 
edge is not essential to high musical powers. Of 
course, it is not ; nor is a knowledge of Plato essen- 
tial to high at detic powers, or even to digestion. 
One might as well ask if musical knowledge is es- 
sential to high literary powers (though many novel- 
ists might do well to study at least the technical 
terms of music). But, all" the same, Miss Annie 
Patterson is partly right, in our opinion. 

Let us put the question a different way. So much 
is written of talent and genius that we must forget 
all about them if we are to look at the matter stead- 
ily and as a whole. Supposing there are two men 
of equal musical gifts and equal musical education, 
what will make one superior to the other ? Please 
don't answer "genius," because that is left out of 
the calculation altogether. What makes one man 
superior to another V Character, you answer. That 
would be true if we took the capability of "getting 
on " as a measure of ability; but we 'are speaking 
of innate superiority, quite apart from the rewards 
it may gain from the world. The answer is simply 
"brain." That being so, is it not a good thing to ex- 
ercise the brain in as many directions as possible, 
and will not a man with a brain that has been used 
on other things than music be more the master of 
the intricacies of the art than he who has been edu- 
cated in only one direction, unless it lie contended 
that music contains all the essentials of mathemat- 
" mguages and science V There 



person who knew nothing outside his own art, and 
the modern status of modern musicians is almost 
entirely due to the fact thai the most of them have 
been as well educated as ordinary well-educated 
citizens. Beetho\ en, Schubert (who \\ a-, better edu- 
cated than is generally admitted). Mozart and Han- 
del could not boast of much edueation.it is true 
but they would have been none the worse for more. 
But their music — that would not and could not have 
been better ? Perhaps not ; but, at any rate, it might 
have saved Mozart, for instance, from wasting his 
precious talents on absurd librettos. As a fact, the 
modern musician is a singularly well educated and 
cultured person. Look at Schumann, Liszt,Wagner, 
Biilow, Berlioz and Mendelssohn. 



MAURICE GRAU, 
Managing Director Metropolitan Opera House, 

Like the veriest romance says Musical Age, a ro- 
mance, however, that has had its share of stern real- 
ism in the way of hard knocks — is the life story of 
Maurice Grau, manager of the Metropolitan Open 
Company. 

Mr. Gran's eventful career in connection with 
opera began in 1872, when he found himself selling 
a books.

But Maurice Grau was predestined to a theatrical 

Born in 1849, in Brunn, Austria, near the home of 
the Strakosches and Maretzeks, Maurice Grau came 
with his parents to New York when he was five 
.years old. He grew up in the First and Seventh 
Wards, went through the public school, was grad- 
uated from the Free Academy in 1867, attended 
Columbia Law School and spent two years in the 
office of Morrison, Lanterbach & Spingarn; but the 
interest in operatic and dramatic affairs which had 
:n created by his association with his uncle and 
idecessor, Jacob Grau, led him to abandon the 
r before being admitted to the Bar. For many 
us he remained in his uncle's employ in various 
capacities which enabled him to learn the technique 
of the business. 
In 1872, he began with an enterprise of his own, 
id in conjunction with Charles A. Chizzola, 
brought Aimee to this country. The same year he 
managed Rubinstein. 

In 1873 he formed the Clara Louise Kellogg Eng- 
lish Opera Company. At the same time he was 
busy laying plaus to bring from abroad Italy's fa- 
""-'•s tragedian, Salvini. the elder, who in October, 

made his debut under Mr. Gratis auspices at 

the Academy of Music. His ambition to be a met- 
ropolitan manager led him in 1874 to lease the 
Fourteenth Street Theatre, then called the Lyceum, 
which had already ruined his uncle, Jacob Grau. 
At the same time lie engaged four companies — 
Aimee's the Coralie-Geoffroy Opera BoufTe Com- 
pany, the Solden English Opera BoufTe Company, 
and the great Ristori . 

This venture proved unsuccessful financially, but 
by careful financering he soon recovered his strength, 
and after the dissolution of partnership between 
himself and Chizzola he successfully managed Rossi, 
Offenbach, the Capoul-Paola Marie' Company, Theo, 
Judic and Bernhardt. 

The partnership with Abbey and Schoeffel, who 
ere already associated together, was begun in 
May, 1887. 

The firm did wonders with many artists, among 
whom were Patti, Bernhardt, Jozio Hoffman, Sara- 
ite, and many others. 

To-day Maurice Grau stands amongst the leaders 
1 his profession. He has becomeknown throughout 
lis country and his name is almost indelibly as- 
iciatcd with the Metropolitan Opera Co.— one of 
the greatest financial enterprises that have ever, in 
this country, been in one man's hands to manage.

We lack the folk-song, the home music, instilling 
into children from their boyhood a love of melody.

Musical people are very friendly with 
each other. There is much esprit d'e corps; in fact, 
they are really becoming clannish like the literary 
folks. The many musical conventions and sum- 
mer music-schools help to all this good fellow- 

Aeeording to Jean Kleczynski, the following are 
the chief practical directions as to expression which 
Chopin often repeated to his pupils : "A long note 
is stronger, as is also a high note. A dissonant is 
likewise stronger, and equally so a syncope. The 
ending of a phrase before a comma or stop is always 
weak. If the melody ascends, one plays crescendo; 
if it descends, decrescendo. Moreover, notice must 
be taken of natural accents. For instance, in a bar 
of two, the first note is strong, the second weak; in 
a bar of three, the first strong, and the two others 
weak. To the smaller parts of the bar the same 
directions will apply. Such, then, are the rules; 
the exceptions are always indicated by the authors 
themselves."

The Organ is built in two organ chambers on the 
right and left of the pulpit platform, thirty-five feet 
apart, with the two extreme ends sevent v-eigh! feet 
apart. The Key Desk is placed in the centre of the 
choir loft over the pulpit platform, at equal dis- 
tances from the two Organ Chambers. The Or- 
gan Chambers are each eighteen feet wide, twelve 
teet deep and twenty-three feet high. 

There are two large bellows of adequate capacity 
nd a large reservoir made upon the most approved 
plans, from the finest materials, with care and at- 
tention to the smallest detail ; operated bv two elec- 
tric motors. The Wind Pressure varies from three 
to eight inches.
